Second Report 
A second report said: 


“Sixty per cent of the miners, it 
is estimated, have tuberculosis. 
Half are syphilitic . . . half the 
babies born die in the first year. 
Those who live have a life expect- 
ancy of 35 years . . . Medical at- 
tention is scanty.” 


Anti-imperialism, or foreign 
ownership, is strong. This feeling 
became strong during the years 
before the Second World War 
when the Germans largely con- 
trolled the economy and the gov- 
ernment. Today the United States 
symbolizes this foreign control. 
The ownership of oil and mining 
rights is in private companies— 
not the U.S. government, but this 
is a refinement the average Bo- 
livian does not make.

Millions of North Americans, 
who have not seen and do not 
comprehend the conditions which 
produce such hostility, are always 
astonished and angry at the anti- 
U.S. outbreaks in Latin America. 
It seems outrageously unreason- 
able to the people of the United 
States who are ‘unaware of who 
owns what and of the conditions 
of life and work. 


The Latin Americans have not 
seen the Russians. But they 
equate their own poverty and 
misery with the North Americans 
whom they so often see in charge 
of the mines and _ industries. 
Therefore, they give ear to the 
agents of discontent who shrewdly 
spread the anti-U.S. propaganda.

CINCINNATI—Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower acknowledged Monday that, 
while president, he had directed 
that measures be taken to help 
organize, train and equip Cuban 
refugees so they could act at the 
proper time. 


But he declared that when he 
left the presidency, he was not 
aware of the existence of any 
specific invasion plan for Cuba. 
About 1,400 Cuban exiles trained 
and equipped by the United 
States, but without direct U.S. 
participation, undertook the ill- 
fated invasion of Cuba last April 
17. after Eisenhower had _ left 
office. 


GAVE THE ORDER 


The former president said he 
gave the order for the organiza- 
tion, training and equipping of 
the Cuban refugees on March 17, 
1960. 


He denied that he had any 
specific plan to provide air cover 
for an invasion attempt since 
there was no exact operation sct 
for such a move. But he ac- 
knowledged that he had said, 
speaking generally, that ‘no am- 
phibious operation could succeed 
unless it had air cover.” 


The former president held a 
press conference here late Mon- 
day prior to his appearance Mon- 
day night at the Music Hall for 
a $100-a-plate Republican dinner. 


SWAP CALLED SPECIAL 


In answer to a question about 
the proposed exchange of tractors 
for rebel Cuban prisoners, Eisen- 
hower said that he did not want 
to be ‘“‘too critical or too com- 
mendatory.’’ As a matter of prin- 
ciple, he said, most people were 
against blackmail but he said that 
the proposed swap was “unques- 
tionably a special case.”’ 


He noted that President John 
F. Kennedy had put the prestige 
of his office behind the proposed 
exchange and had spoken up in 
favor of it. But the former presi- 
dent warned that it would estab- 
lish a precedent that most Ameri- 
cans would not like. 


Eisenhower expressed the 
opinion that the United States 
could not wait much longer for 
an agreement on a ban on nu- 
clear testing.

_ GENEVA — Communist China 
Monday rejected the Western 
powers’ proposals for safeguard- 
ing the political integrity and neu- 
trality of Laos. 


These proposals, presented by 
France last week, are intended 
to prevent Communist subversion 
of a future Laotian government. 
Marshal Chen -Yi, Peiping’s for- 
eign minister, called them an “‘ob- 
stacle’’ to progress that ‘cannot 
be considered at all.” 


His speech, which vilified the 
United States as an aggressor in 
Laos and rejected all plans ex- 
cept those of the Communist bloc, 
ended the 14th plenary session of 
the conference on Laos at the 
Palace of Nations here Monday 
afternoon. 


THAILAND WALKS OUT 


The meeting, the first since 
June 6, was a stormy one. Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko twice angrily protested Al- 
lied ‘‘obstruction’’ and, while 
Marshal Chen was_ speaking, 
Thailand’s delegation walked out.

What the Western delegates 
viewed as an ultimatum was pre- 
sented in the form of the memo- 
randum on the test-+an confer- 
ence that Premier Khrushchev 
handed President John F. Kenne- 
dy at their Vienna meeting. 


The memorandum outlining the 
Soviet position, which the Presi- 
dent has said “‘struck a serious 
blow’ to hopes for agreement 
here, was introduced by Tsarapkin 
at Monday’s 317th session of the 
talks that date back to Oct. 31, 
1958. 


Tsarapkin made clear that the 
Soviet terms for agreement on a 
treaty at the conference here were 
not negotiable when he empha- 
sized that the West would have to 
accept the Russian demand for a 
three-man council to administer 
test-ban controls. 


REPEATEDLY REJECTED 


The Soviets plan for a Russian, 
a Westerner and a representative 
of the uncommitted countries to 
run the control system by unani- 
mous decisions has been repeated- 
ly rejected by the West because 
of the veto over all operations it 
would give each of the co-adminis- 
trators. 


Tsarapkin also said the Soviet 
Union could never agree to the 
12 to 20 annual inspections asked 
by the West of earth tremors in 
the Soviet Union that could be 
due to nuclear blasts. 

Again the Soviet delegate at- 
tacked the Western demand as 
“‘excessive’’ and inspired only by 
a desire to get spies into Russia.

Also included was a new $8 
million jet for President John F. 
Kennedy. 


The measure, approved by 
unanimous voice vote, was a 
compromise of differing versions 
previously passed by the House 
and Senate. The Senate was ex- 
pected to add a quick okay and 
send the measure to Kennedy to 
be signed into law. 


ITEM BY ITEM 


The legislation provides author- 
ity, but not funds, to buy the 
equipment. It was the first time 
Congress had passed on advance 
air and sea procurement item by 
item except in appropriation 
bilfs. 

The bill was about $600 million 
higher than sought by ‘the admin- 
istration. Most of this represented 
a $525 million authorization to 
buy long-range manned bombers 
— B52s or B58s — after present 
authority expires in the fall 
of 1962. 


Neither Kennedy nor former | 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower | 
sought the extra funds and there | - 
was a question whether they 
would be spent by the adminis- 
tration if Congress voted them. 


JUST INSURANCE 


Chairman Carl Vinson of the

Sounds out of Korea are ominous. The 
military junta that is ruling the country 
is promising “swift and severe punish- 
ment” for former government officials 
and businessmen it considers corrupt. It 
has also given its intelligence division 
extraordinary powers to investigate what 
it considers threats to national security. 


Undoubtedly there was corruption 
under previous governments. Just as 
surely there are threats to the junta’s se- 
curity.

Apropos of this is the visit of Italy’s 
Premier Fanfani to President Kennedy 
and his appeal for a new U.S. look at the 
U.A.R.’s Nasser.

But a witch 
hunt among our neighbors is foolish and hurtful, serving only to ‘‘con- 
fuse, divide and weaken,’ at a time when we ought to be united and 


acting for liberty.

WASHINGTON—Though Richard Nixon’s de-— 
cision to become a syndicated columnist for a 2 
while is by no means the most dangerous of his RF 


life, it may well give him pause before he is through with the job. 
True enough, the semi-public life of a professional columnist is in- 
comparably less hazardous than the strictly public life of a profes- 
sional politician. Those who disagree even in the most spirited way 
with the columnist have comparatively few good clear shots smack 


at him. 

They can, of course, always 
write to the paper and denounce 
him in terms of earnest anger 
and honest malice. But in the 
simple mathematics of the thing 
any given shell is likely to fall 
a long way from him geographi- 
cally. For though he writes for 
many papers, he lives in only one 
city. And so his family and 
friends and he himself are at any 
rate unlikelg to read on any giv- 
en day of his infamy by way of a 
“letter to the editor.” 

True, too, these communications 
at the very worst usually do not 
suggest that the columnist should 
simply be shot, without benefit 
of jury trial. Whereas any na- 
tional politician, of course, is at 
any stated moment being public- 
ly denounced somewhere as a fel- 
low who is offering an imperti- 
nence to mankind by living at all. 

And once such an attack on the 
politician is made anywhere, it 
spreads immediately everywhere. 
He is news. He early accepts this 
situation as one of the unalterable 
conditions of his life, much as an 
ordinary citizen looks upon the 
burden of the income tax. 

Finally, it is a splendid and 
wonderful fact that the columnist 
has one enormous advantage over 
the politician: He is not running 
for anything.

But Nixon, for all his experi- 
ence at “taking it,’’ will be tak- 
ing something as a columnist he 
never took before. He will find 
(and as a professional columnist 
I cannot pretend unhappiness at 
this) that people read columns 
far more carefully on the whole 
than they do politicians’ speeches. 

Not only do they read them; 
they remember them—and how 
they remember them when a fel- 
low has made a mistake! 


When any politician makes a 
policy address he can—and very 
often does—begin to bend it a 
little here and there in subsequent 
remarks to suit to some extent 
the developing mood of the coun- 
try or simply to take care of im- 
portant qualifications he forgot 
in the first place. 


But, Dick ‘Nixon, let’s face it. 
A column is a very small and 
fragile thing. But, once published, 
it becomes, in one sense, en- 
graved in stone. You can’t alter 
it by a comma, in the minds of 
those who read. And though the 
thing surely would not have been 
deeply missed if it never had been 
printed at all, once printed no 
one will fail to hold you to every 
syllable, even 10 years from now 
if you should meet him in the 
public streets.

New Tax Ideas ba 


Threaten Liberty 


Liberty is indivisible. A man cannot be phys- 
ically free and politically slave, or economically 


slave and physically free. Every new move by 4 
government to confiscate through taxation the property of an_ indi- 
vidual is a move to enslave that individual. For most Americans. in- 
come is the principal property owned. Thus income or earnings, 
when made the target for government grab, should be defended 
by all men who believe in liberty. 


When Stanley S. Surrey was 
named an assistant secretary of 
the Treasury on tax policies, the 
Senate Finance Committee was 
properly disturbed by suggested 
tax changes Mr. Surrey had of- 
fered as a private citizen. 


Mr. Surrey at one time or an- 
other has suggested that: (1) We 
should tax as income the rental 
value of owner-occupied Houses. 
(2) We should tax Social Security 
benefits on the same basis as oth- 
er income. (3) We should tax a 
person’s capital gains at the time 
of his death. (4) We should tax in- 
terest on life insurance policies. 
(5) We should tax interest on 
state and municipal bonds, giving 
the states and cities subsidies to 
make up any loss this change 
would produce for them. 

Let us examine these proposals. 

Almost every American instinc- 
tively yearns to own a home, to 
possess a piece of ground, to put 
down his roots. If, as Mr. Surrey 
suggests, we should tax as income 
the rental value of owner-occu- 
pied houses, it would not be long 
before this antagonistic tax, in- 
flicting punishment on every 
thrifty homeowner, would force 
us to become a nation of renters 
or, as perhaps Mr. Surrey really 
intends, tenants of public housing. 

The Social Security tax is col- 
lected from us during our work- 
ing years on the theory that we 


are buying retirement income. So 
now Mr. Surrey suggests that we 
must tax as income the $1,200 to 
$1,500 per year we have pur- 
chased through the payment of 
the Social Security tax. 


The third proposal, to tax an 
estate under the capital »gains 


' rule, is obviously intended to less- 


en the likelihood of anyone’s heirs 
inheriting any- significant amount 
of money. 

The proposal to tax interest on 
life insurance policies would, of 
course, operate to discourage any- 
one attempting to buy life insur- 
ance and provide security for 
families in the event of early 
death. 

It must be obvious that the pro- 
posal to tax the interest on state 
and municipal bonds is merely 
another attempt to transfer all 
power to the federal establish- 
ment and reduce the states and 
municipalities to a condition of 
total dependence. 

That such proposals would be 
seriously offered is disturbing. 
That such suggestions could be 
made without receiving the im- 
mediate condemnation of a ma- 
jority of the nation’s press is 
alarming. That such proposals 
are made by an. individual | as- 
signed by the Kennedy adminis- 
tration to determine tax policies

Surgery Will Correct 
- Bags Under the Eyes

Dear Dr. Molner: Please discuss the cause and remedy of 
puffiness or bage beneath the eyes. In view of the thousands of 
dollars spent annually to correct facial imperfections, I am sure 
many people would be deeply interested. I have noticed that 
this does not occur only in the aged but also in the very young.

A great many wrong notions 
have grown up that “‘bags under 
the eyes” indicate age, lack of 
sleep, deep-seated illnesses, stay- 
ing up nights to watch the late 
late show or drinking too much 


of something. 
There may be some connection 
between continued lack of rest 


and some loss of muscle and tis- 

sue tone. The tissues below the 

eye are naturally and properly 

somewhat soft and loose, so ad- 

ditional physical weariness is re- 
there. 


On the other hand, it’s true that 
some young, vigorous, healthy in- 
dividuals who drink their orange 
juice every morning and get eight 
hours of sleep every night and 
exercise regularly and aren’t 
overweight still have more puf- 
finess around the eyes than some 
people who play poker all night 
and too often ignore the simple 
rules of health. 


Some people have a little more 
puffiness than others, just as 
some have ears that stick out 
and some don’t. And an important 
fact is that some people become 
more disturbed about puffiness. 


In possession of reasonably 
good health, people will vary a 
great deal in the amount of taut- 
ness or laxness in the tissues 


‘ 


around the eyes. Contour and 
bone structure of the face also 
have something to do with the 
bagginess. 

The one helpful thing, other 
than living sanely and sensibly 
is, to the best of my knowledge 
and belief, plastic surgery—re- 
moving excess skin and carefully 
sewing the edges back together. 
The operation is comparatively 
minor, as plastic surgery goes, 
and is feasible for anyone. But 


even relatively simple plastic 
surgery must be done with skill 
and good planning.

VISITING KENNESAW IN ’6l1 
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General Coming 


Back tor Awhile 


Georgia finally will get its famed General back 
next year, even if its only for a few days. 


Officials of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad announced this 
week that the locomotive, which 
made its play for historical great- 
ness on April 12, 1862, will arrive 
at Kennesaw in April of next year 
as part of Georgia’s Civil War 
Centennial celebration. 


The locomotive disappeared 
Wednesday from its disputed home 
in Chattanooga’s train station and 
the citizens of the city were re- 
ported alarmed, fearing that citi- 
zens of Georgia had captured her. 

Some of the city’s residents said 
that they just knew Georgia Gov. 
Ernest Vandiver had made good 
with his threats to ‘‘capture’’ the 
prized General. 


FAMOUS FOR RAID 


Actually, L&N officials had 
made arrangements for the Gen- 
tral to be repaired at its south 
Louisville, Ky., station in order 
to meet the necessary mechanical 
requirements of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The com- 
mission insisted that the locomo- 
tive be revamped before it is al- 
lowed to make a limited journey 
over a modern railroad line. 


The journey through Georgia 
will be sponsored by the State of 
Georgia and its Civil War Cen- 
tennial Commission, working in 
conjunction with officials of L&N. 


The General became famous on 
a morning in 1862 when 22 union 
spies captured her and _ started 
on a journey which was supposed 
to have shortened the war by 
many months. However, Confed- 
erate soldiers and citizens quickly 
recovered from the initial shock 
and succeeded in catching the 
raiders. The locomotive was aban- 
doned just above Ringgold. 
RAIDERS HANGED 

J. J. Andrews, leader of the 
raiders, and seven of his men 
later were captured, court-mar- 
tialed and hanged near Oakland 
Cemetery in Atlanta.

WASHINGTON—Georgia’s two senators split on the Kennedy 


administration’s Housing bill Monday as it passed the Senate. 


Sen. Herman E. Talmadge voted | 
for the bill and Sen. Richard B. 
Russell voted against it on the 
final roll call. 


For Talmadge, his vote ap 
peared as somewhat of a reversal 
of his previous votes on amend- 
ments. He had voted for most of 
the crippling amendments intro- 
duced but defeated in the Senate. 


RUSSELL OBJECTS 


Sen. Russell objected to such 
huge outlay of federal funds for 
housing in the face of Soviet mili- 
tary threats which the senior sena- 
tor from Georgia thinks should be 
met by more U.S. expenditures 
for defense.

He equally unequivocally 
rejected the French draft on the 
cease-fire of June 6, which had 
been worked out in consultation 
with the U.S. and British govern- 
ments. 


FRENCH DRAFT HIT 


The main criticism advanced by 
Chen Yi's was that the French 
draft ‘“‘wants to extend the scope 
of supervision and control’ by 
the control commission and this, 
in effect, would deprive Laos of 
its independence and sovereignty. 


“The Chinese delegation,’ he 
declared, ‘‘will never be a party 
to the dirty business of preying 
upon the Laotian people and en- 
forcing an_ international con- 
dominium over Laos under the 
name of international control over 
its neutrality.” 


Some Western diplomats said 
they saw a hint of willingness to 
negotiate in the marshal’s state- 
ment that China was not against 
“reasonable adjustments’’: on the 
basis of Soviet proposals. But his 
attack on the idea of a stronger 
control commission, which is the 
heart of the Western plan, was 
so barren of any hint of con- 
cession that the possibility of con- 
cession was remote. 


The final section of Chen Yi's 
long speech was devoted to the 
argument that it was the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization’s 
‘“protectorate’’ of Laos that had 
brought about Laos’ troubles.

The homemakers of tomorrow will build their 
family life on a firm scientific basis, from the shape 
of the market basket to living room decor. They’re 
getting a head start through vocational education 
classes in today’s high schools and colleges. 


A trio of educators took 4 look 
into their own specialized fields 
during the 14th annual confer- 
ence of the Georgia Vocational 
Association at the Biltmore 
Hotel in Atlanta. They exam- 
ined the courses of study of- 
fered and its value to today’s 
students. 


Amid the growing emphasis 
on languages and science in 
high schools, it was pointed out, 
the field of homemaking is not 
only still one of the most popu- 
lar subjects, but remains as one 
of the most valuable to the fu- 
ture of the students. 


“It's the only high school 
course,” declared Mrs. L. A. 
Yarbrough, Cherokee High 
S choot homemaking teacher, 
‘““where students have their cake 
and eat it too. They'll be living 
the course the rest of their 
lives, whether they go to col- 
lege, become a career woman, 
or devote all their time to their 
home and family.” 


CLASS EXPANDED 


She added that “home eco- 
nomics” classes of yesteryear 
have been expanded to include 
every phase of homemaking. 
She’s adamant in her opinion 
that the course offers much 
more to a young woman than 
she could learn from simply 
reading a cook book, or giving 
Mom a helping hand im the 
kitchen. 

One disadvantage is the lim; 
ited amount of time spent in 
daily classes. However, Mrs. 
Yarbrough pointed out even 
THAT can be turned to ad- 
vantage. 


“We have to emphasize wise 
budgeting of time,” she ob- 
served. “That is part of the 
course, and is definitely related 
to the speed of today’s living. 
Through related club activities, 
in the Future Homesmakers of 
America, we stress the impor- 
tance of homemaking as a 
career and life goal.” 


She added that, in food prep- 
aration studies, students are 
not merely preparing a recipe, 
but are taught to prepare 
simple, nutrious meals. And 
they’re taught to use con- 
venience foods—frozen and ‘‘in- 
stant” products—wisely and to 
geod advantage in family meal 
planning training. The advent 
of convenience foods has in- 


creased the necessity for such—— 


training, rather than diminish- 
ing it, she believes. 


Mrs. Ellen Coody, O'Keefe 
High distributive education 
teacher and president of the 
GVEA, pointed out that her 
special field also makes def- 
inite contributions to the home 
front. 


STUDY COURSE 


“The course of study,”’ she 
explained, ‘‘covers every phase 
of distribution—merchandising, 
advertising, display, packaging, 
sales, in both retail and whole- 
sale. This is a valuable study 
course for boys and girls. 


“Every home has a buyer,” 
she continued, “‘someone who 
purchases for the home and 
members of the family. Our DE 
courses give them the basic 
knowledge to properly assume 
their adult responsibilities, from 
wise selection of food and 
clothing, to budgeting the fami- 
ly finances and handling their 
own insurance plans. Since DE 
is a cooperative course, with 
students getting school credits 
for their related occupations, 


— ~~ 


they make general contact with 
the business world during their 
earlier years. This helps them 
to become better, more respon- 
sible citizens in the com- 
munity.”’ 


Business education is the spe- 
cial field of Mrs. Doris Parrish. 
Elbert County, who easily sees 
smooth transition of that sub- 
ject from the classroom to the 
home, as well as to the business 
world. Courses, of course. in- 
clude typing, operation of busi- 
ness machines, shorthand, book- 
keeping. Mrs. Parrish pointed 
out that the skills learned dur- 
ing such a high school course 
are invaluable to young women 
in later life, regardless of their 
occupational and _ vocational 
role. She views this cooperative 
course as one way of helping to 
stem the flow of young people 
from their home towns to work 
in larger cities. 


“In Elberton,’’ Mrs. Parrish 
said, ‘‘we have an excellent 
spirit of cooperation between 
the school administration, stu- 
dents and the business men. 
Many young people have, 
through the course, found a 
place for themselves in the 
business world of the town. Ex- 
perience in-~ local offices and 
firms will add to their overall 
education, regardless of what 
route they take in the future.”’ 


She added that many wives 
have to work after marriage to 
help get the home started, and 
business education courses help 
smooth their path of success at 
work and at home.
